Mayor Weodward Says City 
Will Surely Provide 
$250,000, 


the total amount which the city was ex- 
pected to give to the 19/10 exposition was 
$250,000 instead of $125,000. 

“In my annual message,”’ stated the 
mayor, “I said that the exposition had 
been proposed, and I thought it should 
be held. I pointed out the benefits the 
city would receive, and recommended 


that $25,000 be appropriated every year 
for four years, making $100,000, and that 
on the last year $150,000 be given. That 


would make a total of $250,000. We gave 
$135,000 for the exposition of 1895 in 
one year, and I believe the city could 
give the $150,000 on the last vear of the 
five for as big a thing as the 1910 ex- 
position is to be.’ 

The recommendation of Mayor Wood- 
ward was adopted by the general council, 
and the first $25,00 has already been 
set aside. This money has not been ap- 
propriated on the contingency of raising 
the $500,000.
